This year proved to be one of the most fruitful years 
that the Harriers have ever enjoyed at Ridley. An enthusiastic 
and high spirited team proved to be the key factor in our 
success. An encouraging turnout, that did not diminish 
throughout the season, was indeed a good sign. 

The earlier meets at Burgoyne Woods, Ball’s Falls, Nichols 
and the Invitational meet at Brock University showed the fine 
calibre of runners Ridley possessed. The Juniors proved to 
be the strongest field. Scott Lewis, Drew McLaren, Howie 
Mockler, Jeremy Pridham and Hazen Sise made up this very 
successful team. 


The week of October 25th proved to be one of the hardest 
weeks of training that | have ever encountered at Ridley. On 
the Wednesday of that week the I.S.A.A. Cross-Country meet 
was held at Appleby College. It was followed the next day by 
the All Southern Ontario Finals. As a result of our hard efforts 
these two days proved to be our finest triumphs of the year. 

The |.S.A.A. was the first victory we enjoyed. Our hopes 
looked dim as our Midget team, who had only one week of 
training, was overcome by a strong U.C.C. team. The Junior 
team picked up a number of points with Howie Mockler com- 
ing in third, Hazen Sise fifth, Drew McLaren sixth, thereby 


winning the Junior category. It was left up to the Seniors to 
close the gap that lay between us and U.C.C. At the end of 
the race Jeremy Pridham, running an age group higher than 
his own, captured the Senior title with John Cowperthwaite 
finishing fifth and Frank Fulop taking ninth. After the tabula- 
tion Ridley was ahead of U.C.C. by five points. This is the 
first time that Ridley has won this title. 

The Southern Ontario Championships (S.0.S.S.A.A.) were 
held the following day. After qualifying for this event by placing 
second in Zone Four, Ridley’s Junior team won the entire 
sector with Beamsville taking second place, well behind our 
team. The team, as a whole, ran strongly and the results 
show it. Jeremy Pridham finished seventh while Howie Mockler, 
Hazen Sise and Drew McLaren took fourteenth, fifteenth and 
sixteenth, respectively. 

Moving into the All Ontario finals, Ridley finished among 
the top twenty schools in Ontario. 

With the advent of the School cross-country the Harriers, 
as usual, dominated the events. In the Junior category Drew 
McLaren finished first while Mike Wilson came a strong second. 


Hockey 


The Acta Ridleiana of 1919 contains a short article 
describing the New Rink. For almost sixty years, that rink 
has provided pleasure and excitement to generations of 
Ridley boys. In 1950, machinery for making artificial ice was 
installed; and the rink was lengthened, in accordance with 
the original plan. Early in December of 1976, the vigilant 
eye of a member of the Grounds Staff detected a shift in 
one of the major transverse beams. A subsequent engineers’ 
inspection revealed a general level of deterioration in the 
timbers, which has necessitated the closing and the demolition 
of the Rink. This article is a tribute to an old friend: squat, 
Cavernous and echoing with the battle sounds of all those 
years. Visiting teams found the Ridley Arena daunting to 
enter. The style of play had to be adapted to the smaller ice 
surface and the sharp corners. The beams, arching across 
the ice, made it seem like a subterranean vault. But to Ridley 
boys, it was a friendly fortress. 

A history of hockey at Ridley should be divided into four 
chapters, of which this arena has witnessed the last two. 
The first chapter covers the years from 1889 to 1902. During 
these years, hockey was played in a small enclosure on the 
Welland Canal, which was then a slow-moving water. The 
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The Ridley Rink — South side, December 1976 


weather limited the opportunities severely, but the game was 
played with intense enthusiasm. In spite of repeated chal- 
lenges flung at the other independent schools, very few 
matches were arranged. In 1895, honours were shared over 
two matches with the T.C.S. Second Team. In 1896, a great 
occasion, Upper Canada and Ridley played a challenge 
match at the Granite Club in Toronto. The result was a win 
for Upper Canada (11-10), and the beginning of a propaganda 
war at Ridley for the building of an indoor ice surface. No 
matches were played for three complete seasons just before 
the turn of the century. 

Chapter two begins with the opening of the Nichols Hall 


at Ridley

in 1902, Ridley’s first indoor arena. It was also a school hall. 
Nichols Hall was built just after the Lower School, on the 
present schools campus; but the Upper School was. sstill 
across the canal on College Street, until it burnt down in 
1903. Ice was provided by flooding the floor and opening the 
windows, not exactly a sure-freeze method. For sixteen years, 
this, along with an outdoor rink, was the scene of developing 
hockey at Ridley. These were also the years when hockey 
replaced lacrosse as the sport most beloved of Canadians. 
All over the country, indoor rinks were being built. There was 
no such thing as a Little Big Four Tournament, and the school 
played matches against local teams, with an occasional journey 
to Buffalo or Toronto. In May, 1918, the Nichols building or 
fire mysteriously in the middle of the night, and was co 
pletely destroyed. 

By February of 1919, the new rink was completed and 
came into use: a remarkable achievement of rapid planning, 
financing and building. It was a low, broad structure, with 
large side-traps which were opened at night to let in the 
freezing air, and closed during the day. What we now think 
of as somewhat primitive spectating accommodation was 
regarded then as commodious. It ushered in a period of 
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The Ridley Rink — North side, 


developing sophistication and success (chapter three) which 
lasted until 1950. Wtihin the climatic limitations of makng 
natural ice in the Niagara Peninsula, the standing of hockey 
at the school steadily advanced. In the years before the 
Second War, two particularly fine teams were produced, those 
of 1927 and 1936. But there was also a great expansion of 
representative matches for other teams, and a fine programm 

was developed in the Lower School. One hilarious game i 

recorded, in 1938, watched by the highly amused Canadian 
majority, between the Bermudians and the Cubans in the school. 
Just before the War, the magnificent gymnasium was built, 
across the way from the Hockey Arena. It provided a wonderful 
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variety of alternatives to hockey, both in the war-years when 
fewer team matches could be played, and in mild winters, 
when the ice did not form. 1946 was a notable year, being 
the first occasion when all the Little Big Four Schools played 
each other. In that year, Ridley was part of a three-way 
championship. The competition continued for the next two 
years. But the winters of 1949 and 1950 were so mild, that 
hockey players despaired of ever getting a game. 

This ushered in the final chapter of the story of hockey 
at Ridley, up to the present. In 1950, after perhaps twenty 
years of appeals for artificial ice, the arena was extended by 
twenty feet, and compressors were installed. In December of 
that year, an inaugural match was played between the School 
and the Sahara Desert Canoe Club (a group of old members 
of the independent schools). The spirit of Ridley hockey was 
resurrected, after those two disastrously warm winters. In 1955, 
the present Outdoor Rink was added, also having an artificial- 
ice capability. 

Hockey had come of age. All these years, it had been at 
a disadvantage, compared to football and cricket, because of 
the capricious winter climate. Now, regular games and prac- 
tices could be assured; and the game moved forward into its 
modern state of sophistication. A championship among the 
Little Big Four became as prestigious as the football and 
cricket championships. At any time since then, over half the 
school (Upper and Lower) has been involved in the Hockey 
Programme. 

Now, in 1976, the old rink has to go. For a season, we 
shall depend upon the Outdoor Rink, and the renting of ice- 
time elsewhere. It is a great challenge to the Ridley teams of 
1977. Meanwhile, within days of the decision to proceed to 
demolition, plans for a replacement are being discussed. 
Although it is a daunting need, it is also an exciting prospect. 
| think it is not an indiscretion to quote a statement made at 
ne recent meeting: “Ridley without an Indoor Arena is not 
possibility.”

Were it 
not for Henry’s assistance in Old Boys affairs in the 
earlier stages, the Association would probably not be 
the flourishing organization it is today. 

When the 75th Anniversary Fund Campaign was 
launched, Henry not only again contributed generously 
but played a big part in the organization of the Cam- 
paign and acted as Honorary Treasurer. 

He has done many other kind and useful things 
for the School which because of his modesty and 
unselfishness, will never be generally known. It is an 
understatement to say that Henry Gooderham has 
been one of Ridley’s greatest benefactors. He played 
a unique but invaluable part in the life of the School.
